"Of course the situation as re 


gardg'the flats is the most pronoun 
ced. Several flat buildings are be 
ing offered for gale at prices way 
over their cost of building because 
of the high rentals tfeing obtained 
and with the added statement that 
these rentals can be increased be- 
cause .of the scarcity of flats. In one 
instance, where an apartment build- 
ing was. recently sold, at a price 
which is said to be much over the 
cost of the building and real estate 
originally, there has been an in- 
crease in the rental of the apart- 
ments since the transfer from $85 
to $90, and from $90 to $95. There 
was a flat increase in the rental of 
these -samo apartments last fall of 
325 per flat, &nd this is the second 
increase within the year. The pur- 
chaser of the property claims that 
the second increase is necessary if 
he receives return on his investment. 


"The Wisconsin Supreme Court 
has held that excessive price for the 
sale of property is fraud, and if 
property is sold, and does not meet 
with the expectations of the pur- 
chaser as far as the rental return is 
concerned "the persons making the 
sale .upon these rental representa- 
tions may be liable if real, estate 
brokers,'to have their license revok- 
ed on. fraud charges while owners 
permitting 
sale at 
such inflated 
prices will be liable for civil dam- 
ages. On the other hand if the ren- 
tal prices jproposed are obtained be- 
cause : of the alledged scarcity of 
houses it means a gouging .'of-the 
public, who must pay these rental 
prices."- -

be Cause of 2 Wrecks, is 


Belief of Survey

cies, just discovered, probably ac- 
counts for the loss Saturday of the 
steamer Alaska and 47 lives on the 
California coast, it was announced 
here Wednesday by Col. E. L. Jones, 
director of the coast and geodetic 
survey.

The Troubles of Liberia 


Seeks Loan From U. S. to Tide Off British Domination of 


Trade.

OHN L. MORRIS, member of a former Liberlan cabinet and 
member of the Liberlan mission which is now seeking the 


ratification by Congress of the $5,000,000 loan promised the ne- 
gro republic by President Witeon, is my authority for this state-

ment of the case for the loan: 


Liberia went Into the war against Germany because the 


United States had gone in, and because Liberia, as the child of 
American polky, safeguarded against further British and 
French border-shoving by the American State Department, felt 
•that it could do no less. 


When she entered the war in 1917, Liberia had for nearly 


three years been commercially paralyzed by the European con- 
fllct. Most of her export and import trade w$e handled by Ger- 
nan firms and German ships. When the Germans, went out, the 
British came In but only very slowly. As the British took posses- 
•ion of the German colonies in Africa, they began to develop 
^British trade with those territories, and to exploit that'trade in 
'competition with the trade from independent Liberia. Now the 
Germans are slowly coming back, badly crippled in their commer- 
cial facilities; the commerce of Liberia is in a low state due 
koth to the destruction of the former German trade and to the 
depression in Britain, which consume the coffee, palm oil, palm 
kernels, ginger, ivory and other products of the country. 


The only bank in the republic is the Bank of British West 


Africa. It impounds the collected revenues, both internal and 
customs, and after paying the interest due the holders of the 
$1,000,000 debt of the Liberlan government it turns the rest 
over to the government for its budget. This is .a temporary 
arrangement, which was to have been ended by the promised 
loan from America, under the terms of which the State Depart- 
ment would become the financial adviser and collector of in- 
terest. 
( 


President C. D. B. King has been in the United States since 


March, with a diplomatic and fiscal commission, to sign the 
agreement under which the $5,000,000 loan was to have been 
made. He feels that if he should go back without the loan the 
Bank of British West Africa would take advantage of his fail- 
ure In a manner disastrous to Liberian credit in the future. The 
bank demands a long-term arrangement which will give to it 
juat what It may want In return for its expert services. 


Secretary of State Lansing, when in office, had Third As- 


•fetant Secretary PhilUpi draft an agreement with Liberia 
which would have put Liberia in a position almost identical with 
that now occupied by Haiti and the Dominican Republic. Li- 
, berit refused to sign. Hence U got no money beyond an initial 
126,000. In its torn, it has proposed that a financial adviser 
, be sent by the State Department to Liberia, to impound the rev- 
enues and pay ont to the American government its interest, 
after which the adviser and the experts whom he shall take 
along will assist the Liberian government in distributing the 
balance. 


The principal of the loan is to be used to construct high- 


ways for motor trucks, which will develop commerce in the 40- 
mile zone nearest the coast which measures the penetration of 
civilized influence. After the harbor has been developed and' 
,1hese truck roads built, Liberia may begin to consider the pos- 
sibilities of producing enough wealth to finance her first rail- 
road line.
